West Springfield Co-operative 
Bank has installed a recirculating 
tower on the roof of its 37 Elm 
Street building in the interests of 
water conservation, Earle C. Har¬ 
vey, treasurer and executive of¬ 
ficer, said today. 

The recirculating—or cooling— 
tower makes it possible for the 
bank to re-use the same water in 
its air conditioning system. The 
tower and allied equipment was 
installed by Dee Service, Inc., of 
Agawam. 

Mr. Harvey said the air condi¬ 
tioning compressors of the West 
Springfield Co-operative require 
up to 900 gallons of water an 
hour during peak operation. 

“At that rate, simple arithmetic 
indicates that during the five or 
six months that our air condition¬ 


ing units arc in use, hundreds of 
thousands of gallons of water are 
required,” Mr. Harvey said. 
“However, we will now use the 
same water over and over again, 
contributing in good measure to 
the conservation efforts of other 
business organizations in the 
Greater Springfield area.”

Daniel Boone 


By Edith LaFrancis 

Because of the TV show known by his name, Daniel Boone seems 
very much alive today and the appearance of “Mingo” at Riverside 
adds to the illusion. It is therefore somewhat of a shock to discover 
in an old book store a copy of a Hartford paper which carries the 
actual obituary of the great frontiersman. The well preserved four 
page AMERICAN MERCURY is dated October 6, 1818, and de¬ 
scribes the death of Daniel Boone thus;- 

OBITUARY 

Death of Colonel Daniel Boon 

“As he lived, so he died, with his gun in his hand. We are in¬ 
formed by a gentleman direct from Boon’s settlement on the Mis¬ 
souri, that early in last month Colonel Boon rode to a deer lick, 
seated himself within a blind raised to conceal him from the game. 
That while setting thus concealed with his old trusty rifle in his 
hand, pointed towards the lick, the muzzle resting on a log, his face 
to the breech of his gun, his rifle cocked, his finger on the trigger, 
one eye shut, the other looking along the barrel through the sights— 
in this position, without struggle or motion, and of course without 
pain he breathed out his last so gently that he was found next day 
by his friends, although stiff and cold, he looked as if alive, with his 
gun in his hand, just in the act of firing. It is not altogether certain 
if a buck had come into the range of his gun which had been the j 
death of thousands, but it might have intuitively obeyed its old em-1 
ployers mind and discharged itself.—This hypothesis being novel, we 
leave the solution to the curious.” 

Certainly a fanciful bit of reporting. And of course a long time 
in getting to the reader. 

Instant news was unheard of in 1818. Folks in Boone’s settle¬ 
ment wrote to friends and relatives in New England, took the letters 
to the nearest tavern or store where they were put into mail pouches 
carried by horse back riders or river boat men, or for that matter by- 
anyone going east. A month later the news appeared in Hartford. 

In the same issue, President James Munroe is making known to 
the public, the opening of new land offices in Missouri; the office of 
Commissary General of Subsistence is calling for bids on supplying 
the army with rations; Russ & Thomas Co. are offering for sale 12 
copper stills; the brig “Greyhound” has just arrived in port with 
molasses, etc.; a peace treaty has just been signed with the Meno- 
menee Indians; the schooner “Five Brothers’’ is now loading and will 
sail in 10 days; Wm. Marsh’s book store is advertising newly pub¬ 
lished copies of the Connecticut Constitution; and Harvey Seymour & 
Co. offers for sale aromatic snuff, a sure cure for catarrh and 
head-ache. 

To read the various items in this newspaper, to feel the cloth 
like texture of the yellowed pages is to know that history is not 
something far away or locked within a book. These people were 
very real indeed.

New Regs To Be Heard 

The Division of Fisheries and 
Game of Massachusetts has de¬ 
creed Sept. 9, 1966 at 8 p.m. at 
Division Headquarters, Westboro, 
Mass, the time and place that 
the new deer hunting regulations 
will be heard. 

The division is proposing to 
permit killing of only doer with 
at least three-inch antlers and 
a limited number of anterless 
deer by special permit, except 
within a zone ‘ outlined by the 
division. Within this zone either 
bucks or does would be legal at 
the hunter’s option as under pres¬ 
ent regulations. • 

In the rest of the state, a valid 
hunting license would entitle 
hunters to shoot deer with three- 
inch or better antlers only, un¬ 
less they possessed a valid antler- 
less-deer permit in which case 
they could shoot either buck or 
doe. Antlerless deer permits 
would be issued by public draw¬ 
ing and limited to a total of 
2000.

But anglers who use minnows 
for bait may be wise to sprinkle 
a liberal close of salt on tliis par¬ 
ticular adage. The fishing experts 
at Mercury outboards advise that 
hooking success is often directly 
related to the amount of patience 
displayed in setting the hook. 

Many fish are lost when a fish¬ 
erman tries to set the hook too 
early and yanks the minnow out 
of the fish's "gums." 


suming - dinner. Is that because 
they find the larger morsels more 
difficult to subdue, or because they 
are more experienced with the 
wiles of anglers? We don’t know 
for sure. 

We do know that during the 
mouthing period the fish is 
nervous as a nit, and apt to re¬ 
lease the bait at the slightest 
provocation. 

Here is where patience comes 
in. And plenty of it may be 
required. 

The fisherman must quiet his 
pounding heart. Mercury advises, 
release any drag from the reel, 
and allow that lunker to mouth 
the minnow undisturbed. 

This may take 10 seconds or it 
may take several minutes, but 
sooner or later the bass will take 
off again, probably in search of 
another meal. And that instant .is 
the time to set the hook.

HANDLING CHARACTERISTICS 

Bear in mind that your boat’s stern 
always swings out when you turn. 
You have to get used to this, since 
it’s different than driving an auto* 
mobile; the front of the car veers 
right or left when you turn. When 
your Mercury outboard motor, 
mounted on the stem, turns to 
either side, propeller thrust is no 
longer parallel to the boat’s center- 
line and the stem swings wide. 
Take this into consideration, or 
you will clip or bump moored 
boats, scrape against pilings, and 
otherwise get into difficulties.

Servicemen still on military, 
duty may take advantage of the \ 
educational and loan guaranty 
programs of the new GI Bill, the 
Veterans Administration at Bos¬ 
ton pointed out today. 

The servicemen must have at 
least two years service to be 
eligible. 

Participation in the GI loan 
program is available immediately. 
Educational programs cannot be 
started until June 1, 1966. 

Under the GI education pro¬ 
gram, servicemen with more 
than two years of military serv¬ 
ice will be eligible for one month 
of college, vocational, business, 
high school or correspondence 
school courses for each month or 
fraction of a month they have 
been on active duty, with 36 
months as the maximum period 
no matter how long their length 
of service. 

These servicemen will receive 
payments to cover institutional 
charges for tuition and fees or 
§100 per month for full-time

courses whichever is the lesser. 

Under the VA loan guaranty 
program they may negotiate a 
home loan with a private lender, 
or, - in areas where direct loans 
are permitted, they may negotiate 
directly with the Veterans Ad¬ 
ministration. 

The VA will guaranty up to 60 
percent .or $7500 (whichever is 
the lesser) of a home loan made 
by a private lender. The maxi¬ 
mum direct home loan has been 
set at $17,500. 

All guaranteed or direct loans 
will bear interest of 5% percent 
per annum. 

In addition, a one-time, non¬ 
recurring fee not to exceed on- 
half of one percent of the loan 
amount, must be paid to the VA. 
This can be included in the loan 
but, in the case of a direct loan,

it cannot increase the amount to 
more than the maximum figure 
of $17,500. 

Servicemen previously entitled 
to GI loans under the World 
War II or Korean Conflict pro¬ 
grams now have their previous 
entitlement cancelled if their dis¬ 
charge date is subsequent to Jan. 
31, 1955. However, for the pe¬ 
riod which they would have been 
eligible under the prior law they 
will not have to pay the one¬ 
time, half of one percent non¬ 
recurring fee. 

Full information on either the 
educational or .the loan guaranty 
benefit may be obtained from the 
office of the commanding officer 
at any military or naval base or 
by writing, telephoning or visit¬ 
ing any Veterans Administration 
regional office.
